Frank Beebe, one of the trustees, 
called the meeting to order and named 
George M. Gray for chairman. James 


Slew art, seconded the motion, and 


dr. Gray upon taking his seat as«ed 
tfr. Stewart to pray. J. A. Compton 
was made resietary, and the chair- 
man said that all present knew the 
object of the meeting 
It was to con- 


ider the resignation of tbe pastor, 
iev. Mr. H'jnt. 


C. H. Glover promptly arose and 


presented ihe following resolution, 
reading it twice in oicler, he explam- 
;d that it be well understood: 
"That we join with Rev. Wm. E. 


Hunt Lin asking the Presbytery of 
Zanesyille Kt its next meeting to dib- 
solve the pastoral relation now exist 
ing between him and tbe Preslijlei- 


cuurcb ot Coshocton." 


Mr. Glover moved the adoption of 


ihe resolution and the chairman ap- 
pointed Juu'ne C. B. Hunt, Theo AK- 
lew. W. S. Hutchmson and J^ R. 
Stewart to collect and count the bal- 
lots. 


Mr. Gray read the- law relating to 


persons entitled to vote at a et-ngrega- 
lional meeting, and stated ttjafthose ~ 
who wanted the leslgnation accepted 
should vote yes, .and those who did not 
hould vote no. Judge Hunt took ex- 
ception to the manner in which the 
chairman had presented the question 
and explained that Kev. Hunt's res- 
ignation had been piesented, and it 
did not follow that even though the 
congregation did vote to refuse or ac- 
cept it he would not retire attne time 
he had stated. 


Mr. Gray denied any desire to put 


the question in- a wrong light, and 
Judge Gault said as he understood it 
a vote yes joined the pastor in his de- 
sire to sever the pastoral relation and 
a vote no was the opposite intention. 


When the tellers were ready to dis- 


tribute the ballots Mr Hucchinson 
asked if proxies would be accepted. 
Mr. Gray said no. This, Mr. Hutch- 
inson held, -was unfair, that all mem- 
bers of the church wherever they may 
be should be allowed to vote on this 
or any other question. 
"If the chair 


decides against proxies I appSal from 
the decision." 


Mr. Gray said he could find nothing 


regarding proxies in the law and Hon. 
J. P. .Forbes arose fiom his place in 
the congregation and sa d: 


In the absence of any rule on this 


matter I don't, see how the chair can 
rule as he has done. 
If the rulingris 


sustained I think it unfair, unchrist- 
ianlike and contemptible." 


The words created a sensation in 


the congregation, and Mr. Forbes was 
quickly followed by Judge Hunt who 
read a letter from Rev. Dr. Halliday, 
of Zanesville, who said that when 
members were absent from a congre- 
gational meeting and the question to 
be decided upon was important he 
would admit written proxies were he 
the presiding officer. 


I think that what Doctor Halliday 


says is all right," said Mr. Gray, "but 
the word proxy is not given in any thing 
on tbe subject that I can find, I don't 
want to]be be unfair, but as regards 
proxy my decision stands." 


"I don-t know whether the word 


proxy appears in the church law," 
•aid Mr. Forbes,"but I know It is cust- 
omary to accept proite*."
